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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner maintains the rejection. As Applicant 
stated on page 3, "Krichen is relied upon as teaching a system of transferring information from an implanted medical device to a remote 
center." Halperin teaches the specifics of the IMD and IRM and external pressure reference. Krichen discloses a system for transfering 
data from a programmer (IRM), which has gathered data from an IMD, to a remote location for further review and, as a whole, teaches the 
desirability for such a system. See e.g. col. 1 , II. 60-67. Therefore, the suggestion to combine the references comes from the references 
themselves. Moreover, Examiner did not merely place reliance on the level of skill in the art as the source of motivation. For example, 
Halperin teaches transfer of data from a programmer to a computer (col. 6. II. 22-28) and Krichen et al teach a connection which 
facilitates transfer of info between programmer and computer (coL 1 1 , II. 57-59).. 
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
